If Mffes wrote this, he wrote of fomething that happen'd 
after his Death, Anfwer, The foremention'd Commenta- 
tor is for giving up this Verle as he did the Nine be- 
tore, the words DID EAT which Mofes utes in the 
Preterpertect Tenie have little weight in ‘em ; for no- 
thing is more common amongit the Sacred Wyiters than 
fuch an Anallage of Tenfe, this very word yp is b 
our Interpreters elfewhere rendred in the Future, Diab

Obj. 6. There’s a different Style in the feveral parts 
of the Pentateuch, and therefore probably not all writ 
by Mojes. Anf{wer, This is only, an Objection upon the 
Ignorant Reader, but no Pafflages have yet been pro- 
duc'd which this Obje@ion mav be grounded upon, and 
‘till then ‘tis as eafily deny’d as afferted. , 

The la® and moft common Objeéfion is, that Mo/fes 
could not write what we read, Deut. 34. upor the 
Account of his Death and Burial. It might be here 
anfwer'd, that Mofes might by way of Prophecy fore- 
fee and write of chele things, but there’s no need of 
infifting on this, for we do not contend for any mote 
than Mbles writing all before thls, no more than we 
contend that St. Paul muft write the Pofticripts to his 
Epiftles, that he writ all to this place is; what all 
the Objections in the World cannot weaken, and ‘tis 
probable that either Fofoua or one of the feventy Elders 
wrote this by way of Pofticripr. 

The Subfance of thete Aniwers are in the Bifhop of 
Bath and Weil’s Diflertatioa on the Aachor of the Pen- 
tareuch, prefixt to his Commentary on the five Bog 
of Mofes, lately publifht in two Volumes. A“W
